N.H.S.  Pricing  Resolution. — At  a  con- 
ference of  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
representatives  held  in  London  on  May  25, 
the  following  resolution  was  passed  :  That 
this  Conference  deplores  the  failure  of  the 
Minister  of  Health  to  make  effective  pro- 
vision for  the  pricing  of  prescriptions  with- 
out recourse  to  methods  involving  averag- 
ing over  a  wide  range  of  values.  The 
Conference  demands  that  the  Minister 
forthwith  takes  all  necessary  action  to  en- 
able the  new  system  to  be  withdrawn  at 
the  earliest  possible  date,  and  that  a  sys- 
tem of  pricing  acceptable  to  the  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee  and  to  local  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  be  put  into  operation. 
As  one  method  of  overcoming  the  pricing 
problem  the  Conference  instructs  the  Cen- 
tral N.H.S.  (Contractors)  Committee  to 
urge  the  Ministry  to  open  pricing  bureaux 
for  each  executive  council  area  or  for  small 
groups  of  executive  council  areas.  (See 
p.  702). 

Medical    Auxiliaries    Under    N.H.S. —

Harrogate  Lecture. — At  a  meeting  of 
the  Harrogate  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society,  recently,  Mr.  H.  M.  Hirst 
(a  council  member  of  the  Society)  spoke 
on  "  Retail  Pharmacy."  A  large  percent- 
age of  people,  he  said,  preferred  to  sup- 
port the  proprietor  of  a  single  business, 
whose  prestige  depended  on  personal  ser- 
vice. Unfortunately,  much  time  was  today 
being  spent  behind  the  dispensing  screen, 
resulting  in  a  loss  of  over-the-counter 
sales.  He  regretted  the  gradual  disap- 
pearance of  the  Victorian  pharmacist 
with  his  meticulous  training  and  strict 
discipline.  In  the  examinations  a  pass  of 
only  50  per  cent,  showed,  he  thought,  a 
fault  in  training.  There  should  be  more 
practical  pharmacists  on  the  examination 
board  and  apprenticeship  should  include 
retail,  hospital  and  wholesale  training.

the  current  number  of  "  The  Nineteenth 
Century  and  After,"  I  may  call  attention 
to  an  article  in  that  magazine  by  Professor 
N.  F.  Mott  of  Bristol  University.  Under 
the  title  "  The  Solved  and  Unsolved  Pro- 
blems of  Physics,"  Professor  Mott  writes 
on  wave  mechanics  and  other  atomic  ques- 
tions. Brief  quotation  will  give  an  idea  of 
his  attractive  account  of  a  difficult  sub- 
ject. "  The  picture  obtained  so  far  of  the 
structure  of  the  nucleus  is  extremely  in- 
complete, and  can  only  be  regarded  as 
provisional."  Neutrons  are  believed  to  give 
off,  when  in  a  state  of  radioactive  /?-decay, 
a  particle  called  the  neutrino :  this  is  de- 
scribed as  "  having  neither  charge  nor 
mass  and  thus  far  impossible  to  detect  and 
postulated  simply  to  account  for  some  sur- 
plus energy  which  seems  otherwise  to  dis- 
appear." After  a  reference  to  recent  re- 
search at  Bristol,  the  author  adds :  "  All 
this  astonishing  sequence  of  events  .  .  . 
was  quite  unsuspected  two  years  ago  .  .  ." 

Examiners  and  Candidates 

Some  reminiscences  of  an  examiner — I 
avoid  the  word  "  reactions  "  for  an  obvious 
reason — are  amusingly  set  forth  in  the  ex- 
cerpt on  p.  671.  At  the  date  referred  to 
(May  20,  1899),  and  for  some  years  before 
and  after,  you  printed  candidates'  exam- 
ination impressions  under  the  general  title 
"  Minor  Experiences "  :  a  selection  of 
them  was  published  as  a  volume.  As 
might  have  been  expected,  the  number  of 
contributions  from  candidates  exceeded 
those  from  examiners.  The  reprint  on  p. 
671  is  the  more  interesting  on  that  account. 
It  may  be  that  "phlegmatic  temperament" 
does  not  explain  all  the  instances  of  failure 
to  indicate  emotion  after  announcement  of 
the  result  of  the  final  questioning;  a  few 
examinees  may  have  cultivated  early  in 
life  what  is  known  as  "  a  poker  face." 
However,  frequenters  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society's  examination  rooms  in  Lon- 
don, Edinburgh  or  both  can  confirm  the 
accuracy  of  most  of  your  contributor's  ob- 
servations. In  my  early  days  it  was  cred- 
ibly reported  that  after  passing  the  Minor- 
examination  one  candidate  was  so  over- 
joyed that  he  hired  two  hansom  cabs  for 
his  triumphal  return  to  his  lodgings.  In 
one  he  rode;  in  the  other  he  placed  his 
hat.  In  these  days  of  austerity  any  such 
flourish  would,  I  suppose,  be  frowned 
upon,  even  if  a  candidate  desired  to  depart 
so  far  from  academic  propriety.

Ulster.  Dr.  Luftig  became  a  naturalised 


British  subject  in  January  1938,  and  prac- 
tised in  London  and  Northampton  before 
settling  in  Brighton  in  1944.  He  had  writ- 
ten four  books  in  English  on  eye  trouble 
in  each  of  which  he  was  described  as 
"  William  Luftig,  M.D.",  with  the  addi- 
tion underneath  in  small  lettering  of  the 
words  "  Graduate  of  the  University  of  Ber- 
lin." The  justices  held  that  no  offence  had 
been  committed,  and  that  the  use  of  the 
letters  M.D.,  BLN,  did  not  imply  that  Dr. 
Luftig  was  registered  under  the  Act  of 
1858.  When  the  appeal  first  came  on  it 
was  adjourned  by  the  Lord  Chief  Justice 
for  argument  before  a  full  Court  in  view 
of  the  importance  of  the  issues  raised.  At 
the  full  hearing  it  was  submitted  for  Mr. 
Younghusband  that  it  was  unlawful  for 
any  o.ae  to  use  the  letters  M.D.  unless  he 
was  a  registered  medical  practitioner  or 
possessed  a  qualification  entitling  him  to 
be  so  registered.  For  Dr.  Luftig  is  was  held 
that  the  true  construction  of  the  appro- 
priate section  of  the  Act  was  that  it  pro- 
hibited the  use,  wilfully  and  falsely  by 
someone  who  had  no  right  or  title  or  claim 
to  the  description,  of  any  of  the  specified 
well-known  descriptions.

13,  a  fine  of  £10,  with  £10  10s.  costs, 
was  imposed  on  the  Middle  Trading  Co., 
2  Middle  Street,  E.2,  on  a  charge  of  ad- 
vertising and  selling  brushes  containing 
bristle  and  horsehair  as  "  mixed  bristle  " 
brushes.

For  many  years  the 
Association  had  been  vigilant  to  prevent 
misuse  of  the  trade  description  "  bristle," 
which  meant  the  hair  of  the  hog,  pig  or 
boar,  and  action  had  been  taken  success- 
fully against  persons  who  had  applied  the 
word  "  bristle  "  to  other  materials.  He 
had  not  encountered  the  expression 
"  mixed  bristle "  before  the  present  case, 
but  held  that  it  could  only  be  correctly 
used  to  describe  a  mixture  of  bristles  and 
not  of  bristle  with  horsehair  or  other 
material.  Other  witnesses  gave  similar 
evidence.

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N.H.S.  PRICING  SYSTEM  AGAIN  CHANGED 


The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  has 
sent  out  to  members  a  circular  (U.L.653) 
giving  details  of  changes,  operative  from 
June  1,  in  the  system  of  pricing  prescrip- 
tions under  the  National  Health  Service, 
and  of  a  choice  of  two  new  methods,  one 
of  which  will  be  operated  from  a  date 
still  to  be  fixed,  of  reimbursing  chemist- 
contractors  for  the  cost  of  containers.  The 
circular  is  accompanied  by  the  draft  of  a 
statement  to  be  issued  to  contractors  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  A  Conference  of 
Representatives  of  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees was  called  to  be  held  in  London 
on  May  25  to  discuss  both  matters- 
Changes  in  "  Pricing  "  System 

The  present  pricing  system,  stages  the 
N.P.U.  circular,  which  came  into  opera- 
tion in  March  for  the  pricing  of  January 
1949  prescriptions  and  was  expected  to 
continue  in  force  during  the  whole  of 
1949,  is  proving  unworkable.  In  conse- 
quence, the  Minister  of  Health  is  impos- 
ing a  change  (effective  for  prescriptions 
dispensed  on  and  after  June  1),  under 
which  the  "  net  ingredient  value "  split 
for  full  pricing  will  be  raised  from  2s.  6d. 
to  5s.  Of  the  "  under  5s.  net  ingredient 
cost  "  prescriptions,  20  per  cent,  will  be 
priced  each  month  for  each  contractor, 
and  that  figure  will  be  used  for  a  pro 
rata  calculation  of  the  full  amount  due 
for  such  prescriptions.  The  Central  N.H.S. 
Committee  was  consulted  by  the  Ministry, 
but  did  not  agree  to  the  course  the  Min- 
ister proposes  to  take.  In  a  matter  of  this 
kind,  where  agreement  is  not  reached  be- 
tween the  Minister  and  the  negotiating 
committee,  the  Minister  is  empowered  by 
the  General  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Regulations  to  take  a  decision 
and  notify  contractors  direct  of  the  in- 
tended change  in  their  terms  of  service. 

That  is  being  done.  The  Central  N.H.S. 
Committee  does  not  recommend  any  con- 
tractor to  withdraw  from  the  service  but 
states  that  there  is  no  immediate  alterna- 
tive to  compliance  with  the  Ministry's 
decision.  The  question  of  future  pricing 
arrangements  will  require  to  be  examined. 
When  the  present  system  (sorting  at 
2s.  6d.  net  ingredient  value  level)  was  put 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  Confer- 
ence held  on  November  24,  1948,  and  ac- 
cepted, it  was  stated  that  pricing  of  194.9 
prescriptions  would  not  start  till  March, 
and  that  on  their  then  working  capacity

Whilst  it  has  been  de- 
cided not,  for  the  present,  to  put  forward 
any  other  changes  in  the  agreed  terms  of 
remuneration,  the  proposals  for  effecting 
a  substantial  saving  in  container  costs 
must  proceed.  The  Ministry  will  accept 
either  of  two  proposals,  and  the  decision 
is  to  be  determined  by  a  plebiscite  of  con- 
tractors. Whichever  proposal  proves  to  be 
the  least  objectionable  to  a  majority  will 
be  applied  to  all.  The  alternatives  are  :  — 
(a)  Reintroduction  of  a  modified  "  deposit 
system  " ;  (b)  Reduction  of  the  present  con- 
tainer allowance  from  2^d.  to  i^d.  per 
prescription.

The  deposit  would  be  returnable  in  full 
when  the  bottle  was  returned  in  a  clean 
condition.  The  Ministry  of  Health 
recognises  that  acceptance  of  the  reduced 
allowance  involves  a  direct  cut  in  the 
chemists'  N.H.S.  remuneration  and  that, 
unless  the  supply  of  containers  were  to 
involve  an  overall  loss,  it  would  be  es- 
sential for  contractors  to  recover  from  the 
public,  without  payment,  a  substantial 
proportion  of  containers  suitable  for  re- 
use. The  Ministry  would  give  wide  pub- 
licity to  the  necessity  for  returning  bottles, 
etc.,  without  expectation  of  payment.

An  over- 
lming  vote  to  devote  more  space  in 
official   journal   to   branch  activities 
quite  lightheartedly  taken.  x 
he  real   urgency   of   debate   was  re- 
ed for  matters  of  greater  moment  like 
testing  of  prescriptions,  the  number 
jersons  capable  of  being  supervised  by 


a  pharmacist,  and  the  advertising  of  dis- 
pensing services. 

On  each  of  these  subjects  there  were 
valid  arguments  both  for  and  against  the 
motion.  For  example,  while  Mr.  Bowie, 
Dartford,  reasoned  that  limitation  to  two 
of  non-pharmacists  dispensing  under  super- 
vision would  provide  a  safeguard  against 
unfair  competition  from  health  centres 
(which  otherwise  could  function  with  un- 
qualified labour  under  nominal  super- 
vision), Mr.  Gamlen,  Tees-side,  held  that 
the  direction  of  control,  if  any,  should  be 
on  the  number  of  scripts  handled  by  indi- 
vidual pharmacists,  and  others  were  con- 
vinced that  passing  the  resolution  would 
worsen  an  already  grave  man-power  posi- 
tion. Though  the  resolution  was  eventually 
carried,  the  closeness  of  the  voting  was  an 
indication  that  the  debate  must  be  carried 
further  before  anything  approaching  a  con- 
vinced majority  can  be  claimed  to  exist 
for  the  course  of  action  laid  down.  In 
the  meantime  the  theoretical  argu- 
ments, which  were  well  put  before  mem- 
bers, may  be  left  to  simmer.  The  problem  is 
to  prevent  the  "  danger  to  pharmacy  "  (in 
the  words  of  the  seconder  of  the  motion) 
of  too  many  unqualified  dispensers  on  the 
one  hand,  and  on  the  other  (Mr.  Hughan's 
words)  the  "  grave  position — "  to  the 
National  Health  Service — of  not  enough 
pharmacists.  The  first  requisite,  as  the 
president  pointed  out,  is  to  be  in  possession 
of  all  the  facts.  Those  who  pressed  their 
point  of  view  to  the  vote,  and  won,  were 
not  so  much  belittling  the  importance  of 
the  man-power  report  as  ensuring  against 
its  being  made  an  excuse  for  inertia. 

No  less  diverse  views  were  expressed 
about  inspection  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
records  by  the  police.  Evidently  not  all 
pharmacists  consider — as  did  the  proposer 
— that  Home  Office  inspection  is  humili- 
ating. Some  welcome  it.  The  overwhelm- 
ing vote  registered  against  any  effort  to 
bring  about  a  change  was  mainly  a  recog- 
nition that,  good  or  bad,  inspection  by 
police  officials  is  inevitable.  As  one  repre- 
sentative pointed  out,  even  if  the  duties  of 
inspection  were  transferred  (through  legis- 
lation) to  the  Society's  inspectors,  the 
police  would  still  enter  pharmacies  in  the 
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course  of  investigations  of  addiction  or  of 
unlawful  procurement,  and  in  effect  the 
result  would  be  two  inspections  instead  of 
one. 

When  the  subject  of  test  prescriptions 
came  up,  most  representatives  who  had 
come  primed  with  a  line  of  argument 
found  that  there  were  aspects  of  the  pro- 
blem which  they  had  overlooked.  To  com- 
bine, in  one  resolution,  the  matter  of  prin- 
ciple with  detailed  application  to  all  classes 
of  persons  likely  to  be  affected  by  it  proved 
to  present  difficulties  that  were  finally 
overcome  by  a  form  of  words  suggested  by 
the  secretary  (Mr.  Adams).  Hitherto,  the 
testing  scheme  has  been  merely  a  check 
that  the  contracting  party  was  carrying  out 
his  contract  with  the  Government.  In  that 
sense  it  is  accepted  by  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union,  and  in  that  sense  also 
it  is  hardly  within  the  Society's  area  of 
concern.  But  the  National  Health  Service 
carries  an  implied  contract  with  the 
patient,  who  must  be  assured  that  he  is 
getting  what  his  prescriber  intended. 
Hence  the  need  (expressed  in  a  vote  from 
which  apparently  only  the  Birmingham 
delegates  dissented)  to  extend  testing  to 
health  centres,  hospitals  (some  of  which 
dispense  N.H.S.  prescriptions  for  their 
staffs  without  claiming  from  Executive 
Councils),  doctors  who  do  a  certain  amount 
of  N.H.S.  dispensing  and  contractors  for 
dressings  and  appliances. 

By  comparison,  the  discussion  on  the 
advertising  of  dispensing  services  was  a 
mere  bickering  about  details,  and  the  meet- 
ing wisely  rejected  any  proposals  that 
might  weaken  the  now  established  prin- 
ciple. 

Lower  Exports  in  April 

The  total  value  of  exports  of  British  pro-

Inspection  of  Schools 

After  suspension  due  to  the  war  period, 
inspections  of  schools  of  pharmacy  were 
resumed  in  collaboration  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  London,  in  connection  with  the  ap- 
proval for  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Quali- 
fying examination  and  B.Pharm.  degree. 
As  a  consequence  of  their  reports  approval 
was  renewed  for  all  schools  with  two  ex- 
ceptions on  which  decisions  were  deferred. 

Three  new  branches  (Woking,  Worthing 
and  Uganda)  were  formed  during  the  year 
and  the  Worcs  and  Herefords  Branch  was 
divided  into  two,  making  a  total  of  135. 

About  250  persons  attended  the  annual 
meeting,  1948,  and  194  the  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting,  when  thirty-three 
motions  and  amendments  were  discussed. 
The  second  Branch  Representatives'  meet- 
ing (in  September)  was  attended  by  140 
representatives.  The  meeting  of  repre- 
sentatives of  Scottish  branches  held  in 
1947  for  the  first  time  was  repeated. 

Statutory  Committee 

Forty-three  cases  were  considered  by  the 
Statutory  Committee.  Warnings  were  is- 
sued in  twenty-two  cases  and  five  inquiries 
were  conducted.  Of  the  inquiries  three 
arose  out  of  convictions  and  two  were 
due  to  alleged  misconduct.  As  a  result 
of  the  inquiries  the  names  of  two  pharma- 
cists were  removed  from  the  Register.  The 
Committee  also  considered  three  applica- 
tions for  restoration,  two  of  which  were 
granted. 

12,508  books  were  circulated  by  the 
library  in  London,  against  11,828  in  1947 
(itself  a  record),  and  3,827  by  the  library 
in  Edinburgh  (against  3,085). 

The  income  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  for

Annual 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  held  in  London  on  May  18, 
Mr.  H.  Clement  Shaw  (president)  in  the 
chair,  supported  by  the  vice-president  and 
officers  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Shaw  an- 
nounced the  results  of  the  Council  election 
(see  C.  &  D.,  May  21,  p.  657).  Ballot 
papers,  he  said,  had  been  sent  out  to 
25,389  members;  10,435  had  been  re- 
turned. Informal  ballot  papers  totalled 
106  (ninety-eight  disallowed  and  twenty- 
eight  received  too  late.).  Presenting  the 
Council's  report  (see  above)  he  said  that 
the  Society's  inspectors  were  collecting  in- 
formation on  the  distribution  of  pharma- 
ceutical man-power,  and  a  statistician  was 
examining  the  problem.  The  Council  had 
to  consider  what  pharmaceutical  strength 
was  required  to  maintain  an  efficient  ser- 
vice, and  secondly  what  annual  wastage 
should  be  allowed  for.  They  would  then 
have  a  guide  to  the  number  of  new  en- 
trants required.  The  Council  realised  that 
the  question  was  closely  bound  up  with 
pharmaceutical  education.  It  was  neces- 
sary for  pharmacists  to  leave  no  niche  that 
might  eventually  be  filled  by  other  pro- 
fessions. With  the  envisaged  amount  of 
dispensing  under  the  National  Health 
Service  an  average  of  two  pharmacists  per 
shop  might  not  be  excessive.  A  new  head- 
quarters which  the  Society  needed  should, 
he  said,  provide  adequate  housing  for  the 
library  (which  was  now  recognised  as  a 
training  centre  for  library  students)  and 
the  museum,  and  should  provide  a  suitable 
hall  for  the  Society's  examinations.  The 
Society  needed  "  a  good  shop-front." 

The  Vice-president  formally  seconded 
the  motion  for  adoption  of  the  report.

Mr.  W.  G.  Hollis,  Nottingham,  sup- 
ported the  Chairman  in  his  appeal  that  the 
motion  should  be  left  in  abeyance  until 
after  the  man-power  inquiry. 

Mr.  R.  E.  Payne,  Tees-side,  maintained 
that  it  was  impracticable  to  limit  one 
pharmacist  to  two  unqualified  assistants. 
The  result  of  the  motion  would  be  to  pre- 
vent apprentices  from  being  trained  as  they 
should  be. 

Mr.  T.  A.  Durkin,  Blackpool,  assured 
the  mover  that  the  resolution  was  imprac- 
ticable at  present  and  for  some  years  to 
come.  There  were  somewhere  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  15,000  registered  prem- 
ises in  the  country.  Was  it  practicable,  in 
the  present  man-power  situation,  to  limit 
the  amount  of  unqualified  labour? 

Mr.  G.  David,  West  Glamorgan,  thought 
the  solution  to  the  problem  was  in  limita- 
tion of  pharmacies,  "  which  would  pro- 
bably be  a  good  thing!" 

Mr.  J.  C.  Somerville,  Edinburgh,  said 
that  his  Branch  had  considered  the  motion 
an  over-simplification  of  a  difficult  pro- 
lem.  The  Council  should  consider  the 
matter  at  length  and  give  a  lead. 
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Mr.  J.  W.  Bowie,,  Dartford,  replying  as 
mover,  said  his  Branch  had  given  careful 
consideration  to  the  matter  and  felt  that 
two  non-pharmacists  to  one  pharmacist  was 
the  maximum  that  could  be  allowed  to 
ensure  that  dispensing  was  of  the  highest 
order.  As  to  the  point  about  leaving  the 
matter  in  abeyance,  they  had  had  ample 
proof  of  the  speed  with  which  the  Counil 
could  work  ! 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Assistants  Indicated  on  Register? 

Mr.  J.  M.  Atkinson  moved  the  Harrow 
Branch  resolution  calling  for  information 
to  be  collected  on  the  nature  of  pharma- 
ceutical employment  and  its  publication  in 
the  Register.  He  said  that  those  who  were 
in  touch  with  the  affairs  of  the  Executive 
Councils  knew  that  by  law  it  was  neces- 
sary to  have  a  proportion  of  employees  on 
those  committees  In  Harrow  they  felt  it 
desirable  to  include  in  the  Society's  register 
some  indication  who  the  employees  were. 

Mr.  R.  Goode,  Harrow,  who  seconded, 
said  it  was  obviously  desirable  that  Clerks 
of  Executive  Councils  should  have  some 
official  register  to  which  they  could  refer 
so  that  when  it  came  to  elections  they, 
and  the  people  who  were  going  to  do  the 
electing,  should  have  some  knowledge  of 
who  should  vote  and  who  should  not. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Bowie,  Dartford,  supporting 
the  motion,  made  the  point  that  it  would 
enable  manufacturing  pharmacists  to  start 
an  organisation  of  their  own. 

Mr.  H.  Walsh,  Birmingham,  said  that 
his  Branch  opposed  the  motion  on  the 
ground  that  it  would  promote  schism 
in  pharmacy  at  a  time  when  unity  was 
more  essential  than  ever  before. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Swire,  Halifax,  opposed  on 
the  ground  that  it  would  be  almost  impos- 
sible to  keep  the  information  up  to  date. 

Mr.  R.  Goode,  winding  up,  said  that  the 
schisms  were  already  in  pharmacy.  The 
Executive  Councils  insisted  that  employees 
should  be  represented  as  employees  and 
that  only  they  could  vote  for  them. 

The  motion  was  lost.

Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  said  that  at  present 
the  contract  must  be  with  the  pharmacist, 
and  there  were  no  special  regulations 
covering  contracts  with  any  person  other 
than  a  pharmacist  or  authorised  seller  of 
poisons.  What  had  emerged  from  the  dis- 
cussion was  a  wish  to  cover  cases  which 
were  not  dealt  with  either  by  the  motion 
or  the  amendment. 

Mr.  L  H.  Bryan,  Plymouth,  who  con- 
firmed that  pharmacists  in  hospitals  were 
not  under  contract,  said  that  in  his  own 
hospital  they  did  dispensing  for  the  resi- 
dent nursing  staff,  but  the  prescriptions 
were  not  claimed  for  by  way  of  payment. 

Mr.  H.  Carswell,  Coventry,  said  that 
his  Branch  felt  that  the  motion  should 
include  all  contractors.  There  were  people 
who  were  not  chemists  who  were  making 
applications  to  the  local  Executive  Coun- 
cils to  supply  dressings.  Anybody  who 
contracted  to  supply  anything  under  the 
National  Health  Service  should  be  tested  as 
were  ordinary  pharmacists.  His  Branch 
considered  that  a  large  health  centre,  turn- 
ing out  a  large  number  of  prescriptions, 
should  be  tested  correspondingly  more 
often. 

Mr.  B.  A.  Williams,  West  Middlesex, 
suggested  that  the  meeting  should  adopt 
an  omnibus  amendment  covering  all  the 
cases,  and  the  proposal  was  supported  by 
the  Birkenhead  Branch. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Benjamin,  Woking,  said  his 
Branch  agreed  that  the  same  conditions 
should  apply  to  all  contractors  but  was 
not  satisfied  with  a  resolution  that  agreed 
with  testing. 

Mr.  H.  Walsh,  Birmingham,  said  that 
the  discussion  had  evidenced  a  certain 
amount  of  muddled  thinking.  If  they,  as 
contracting  pharmacists,  resented  testing 
there  seemed  to  be  no  reason  why  they 
should  seek  to  extend  it  to  their  colleagues 
in  the  hospital  service  and  in  health  cen- 
tres. So  long  as  chemists  accepted  30  per 
cent,  profit  on  commercial  drugs  they  were 
accepting  the  principle  of  a  commercial 
transaction  and  must  therefore  put  up  with 
inspection.  That  applied  to  chemists' 
shops  but  was  an  element  absent  from  dis- 
pensing in  hospitals. 

Mr.  L.  G.  Murphy,  Dartford,  said  there 
were  two  reasons  for  testing  dispensing. 
One  was  to  check  that  one  party  to  the 
contract  was  carrying  out  what  he  had 
contracted  to  do  and  the  other  was  to  see 
that  the  patient  was  getting  what  he  was 
intended  to  get.  It  was  for  that  reason 
that  his  Branch  had  put  down  an  amend- 
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ment  that  testing  of  dispensing  should  be 
extended  to  hospitals. 

Mr.  W.  G.  RobBj  Glasgow,  did  not 
agree  that  testing  was  resented.  There  was 
no  ground  for  resentment  if  chemists  car- 
ried out  their  duties  properly.  His  own 
view  was  that  the  testing  of  prescriptions 
was  in  the  interests  of  the  public  and  of 
pharmacists. 

Mr.  T.  E.  Apted,  Stockport,  pointed 
out  that  there  were  contractors  for  dress- 
ings and  appliances  who  were  not  phar- 
macists.   They  ought  to  be  included. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  then  suggested  the 
following  amendment :  "  That  it  is  the 
opinion  of  this  meeting  that  if  there  is  to 
be  testing  of  drugs,  appliances  or  dispens- 
ing it  should  apply  throughout  the 
National  Health  Service." 

The  amendment  was  put  to  the  vote, 
and  carried.  It  was  put  as  the  substantive 
motion  and  again  carried. 

Interlude 

At  this  point  the  Chairman  welcomed 
Mr.  McPherrin  (editor  of  the  "  American 
Druggist  ")  who  was  in  this  country  to  see 
how  the  National  Health  Service  was  work- 
ing. Mr.  McPherrin  said  he  had  been 
greatly  impressed  by  what  he  had  learnt 
not  only  about  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice but  about  pharmacy  in  Britain.  He 
had  been  surprised  to  learn  that  England 
had  had  Government  medicine  since  19 12. 
Pharmacists  had  been  making  up  prescrip- 
tions at  Government  expense  ever  since 
then.  He  believed  that  they  had  a  health 
problem  in  America  and  he  believed  that 
they  must  solve  it.  In  America  the  very 
poor  and  the  very  rich  got  all  the  medi- 
cal care  they  needed  but  the  middle  classes 
did  not. 

Advertising  of  Dispensing 

Mr.  I.  J.  Cunningham,  Thames  Valley, 
moved  : 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the 
Society's  policy  regarding  the  suppression  of  the 
individual  advertising  of  dispensing  services  should 
be  strongly  supported,  but  it  is  recommended  that 
district  advertising  of  dispensing  services  by  groups 
of  pharmacists  from  registered  premises  may  be 
published  with  the  approval  of  the  local  branch 
of  the  Society. 

He  said  that  the  motion  really  fell  into 
two  parts.  The  first  part  expressed  a  feel- 
ing for  which  there  seemed  to  be  strong 
support.  It  was  obvious  that  they  could 
not  have  any  competitive  advertising 
among  pharmacists.  The  second  part  of 
the  resolution  might  be  more  difficult.  His 
Branch  felt  that  certain  advertising  might

They  were  therefore  the 
right  judge  of  persons  suitable  to  do  the 
menial  work  in  their  pharmacies. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Benjamin,  Woking,  said  the 
motion  referred  to  people  with  "  existing 
statutory  qualifications  "  but  did  not  say 
that  those  qualifications  must  be  those  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  was  possible 
that  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  had  statu- 
tory qualifications. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  said  that  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  was 
given  under  the  Apothecaries'  Act,  1815, 
and  was  therefore  on  a  statutory  basis. 

Mr.  H.  N.  Griffiths,  Portsmouth,  said 
that  the  motion  referred  to  the  qualifica- 
tions of  chemist  and  druggist  and  pharma- 
ceutical chemist.  With  the  permission  of 
the  meeting  he  would  amend  the  motion 
by  adding,  after  the  words  "  statutory 
qualification,"  the  words  "  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society."

"  Pharmacists  "  instead  of  "  Persons  " 

Mr.  W.  S.  Benjamin,  Woking,  moved 
that  the  word  "  pharmacists  "  should  re- 
place references  in  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  to  "persons"  provid- 
ing, authorised  to  provide  or  undertaking 
to  provide  pharmaceutical  services.  He 
said  that  a  study  of  Section  42  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  showed  that 
for  some  reason  or  other,  pharmacists  were 
treated  differently  from  other  professions. 
The  Act  hardly  recognised  the  existence 
of  the  pharmaceutical  profession.  Mr. 
G.  Gillies,  Woking,  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  S.  D.  Andrew,  Stockport,  said  the 
names  "  pharmaceutical  chemist  "  and 
"  pharmacist "  had  been  legally  protected 
for  a  good  many  years  and  yet,  when  it 
came  to  Acts  of  Parliament,  the  profession 
was   insulted   by   those   derogatory  terms. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Gilbert,  Leicester,  sug- 
gested that  the  pharmaceutical  service  in- 
cluded services  not  always  provided  by 
pharmacists  and  for  that  reason  her  Branch 
could  not  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  G.  B.  Daniel,  North  Metropolitan, 
Metropolitan,  considered  that  the  senti- 
ment of  the  proposal  was' good  but  as  the 
law  stood  a  pharmacist  was  a  pharmacist 
but  a  company  shop  could  not  be  described 
as  a  pharmacist.

Mr.  G.  B.  Daniel,  North  Metropolitan, 
suggested  that  Mr.  Warburton's  point  could 
be  met  by  using  the  words  "pharmacists 
and  other  persons." 

Mr.  B.  A.  Williams,  West  Middlesex, 
considered  the  weakness  to  lie  in  the  fact 
that  the  pharmacist  was  not  the  contract- 
ing party.  The  way  to  deal  with  the  prob- 
lem would  be  to  put  into  the  amending 
Act  an  amendment  whereby  pharmacists 
became  the  contractors. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  said  that  legislation 
would  be  needed  to  carry  the  motion  into 


effect.  The  Section  covered  much 
than  what  the  Society  understood  by  t|r- 
maceutical  service,  and  there  woulc|)e 
certain  difficulties  about  replacing  ;fiie 
terms  in  that  Section  by  the  word  "  pjji- 
macists."

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CHEMICAL  AND  DYESTUFFS  TRADERS 


Presenting  the  annual  report  of  the 
British  Chemical  and  Dyestuffs  Traders' 
Association  in  London  on  May  24, 
the  Chairman  (Mr.  A.  Nash),  ex- 
pressed the  regret  of  all  members  at 
the  retirement  of  Mr.  Victor  Blagden  from 
the  presidency — an  office  Mr.  Blagden  had 
held  with  distinction  for  many  years.  The 
Association  had  been  fortunate,  said  the 
report,  in  that  no  major  issues  had  arisen 
during  the  period  under  review,  but  it 
would  be  misleading  to  say  that  the  year 
had  been  uneventful,  since  it  was  a  year  in 
which  the  representative  body  had  been 
able  to  return  more  fully  to  the  normal 
function  of  a  trade  association,  that  of 
giving  attention  to  problems  arising  from 
trade  activity  and  not  from  trade  restric- 
tion. Monopolies  and  price-fixing  arrange- 
ments did  not  come  within  the  sphere  of 
the  Association's  activities,  and  that  was 
a  point  that  should  be  clearly  understood  ; 
it  was  of  importance  in  negotiations. 
During  the  year  members  had  witnessed 
the  relaxation  of  control  on  a  number  of 
chemicals,  and  the  revocation  of  the  Order 
requiring  a  licence  to  be  held  for  supplying 
dyestuffs.  These  were  welcome  steps  to- 
wards freer  markets  for  the  merchant  and, 
in  consequence,  towards  better  supply  ser- 
vices for  industrial  consumers.  The  com- 
paratively few  controls  that  now  remained 
were  working  smoothly ;  where  possible 
they  had  been  made  less  onerous  on  trade. 
Following  an  approach  to  the  Board  of 
Trade  by  the  Association  for  details  of 
bilateral  trade  agreements,  information  had 
been  obtained  and  passed  on  to  members. 
There  had  been  unnecessary  reticence  by 
official  negotiating  departments,  particu- 
larly where  specified  commodities  formed 
part  of  the  trade  arrangement.  It  was 
important  that  such  details  should  be  made 
more  accessible  to  the  trades  concerned. 
The  export  group  of  the  Association  had 
maintained  a  service  of  information,  and 
numerous  questions  raised  by  member  firms 
had  been  dealt  with,  including  inquiries 
for  sources  of  supply.  The  export  of  chemi- 
cals and  allied  materials  continued  at  a 
satisfactory  level,  and  contributed  in  no 
small  degree  to  the  export  drive.  A  pros- 
perous overseas  trade  depended  on  the 
activity  of  British  merchants  and  it  was 
sometimes  overlooked  that  the  merchant 
was  also  indispensable  to  an  efficient  trad- 
ing system  at  home,  since  he  ensured  that 
British  industries  obtained  the  materials  of 
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the  right  quality  at  the  right  time  ; 
the  right  price.    The  Chairman  com

Botanicals. — H.  B. — The  range  of  crude  drugs 
covered  by  the  term  "  botanicals  "  includes  medi- 
cinal herbs,  barks,  rhizomes  and  roots,  leaves, 
flowers,  fruits  and  seeds,  i.e.,  organised  structures 
of  vegetable  origin,  whether  entire  or  comminuted. 
Unorganised  drugs  such  as  opium,  aloes,  agar,  etc., 
are  not  usually  classed  as  botanicals — neither  are 
gums,  gum  resins,  oleo-resins  (balsams)  and  vege- 
table waxes.  Some  trade  suppliers  place  commodi- 
ties such  as  capsicums  and  chillies,  cardamoms, 
cloves,  ginger,  nutmeg,  peppers,  pimento,  turmeric, 
etc.,  in  a  separate  category:  spices.

Louping  III  in  Sheep. — M.  L.  S. — Louping  ill, 
or  trembling,  is  conveyed  by  the  tick  Ixodes 
ricinus,  a  pest  that  also  transmits  tick-borne  fever 
and  tick  pyaemia.  The  cause  is  a  virus  conveyed 
through  the  medium  of  the  tick.  There  is  no 
specific  treatment.  The  ideal  method  of  controlling 
the  disease  would  be  to  rid  the  land  of  ticVs. 
Dipping  sheep  during  the  period  of  tick  activity 
(April-June  and  September)  is  of  considerable 
value.  Dips  containing  DDT  and  benzene  hexa- 
chloride  are  specially  useful  as  they  remain  in  the 
fleece  for  a  considerable  period.  There  is  evidence 
that  following  the  use  of  a  vaccine  prepared  from 
the  virus,  losses  on  heavily  infected  farms  may  be 
reduced  to  negligible  proportions.

Manufacturer's  "  point  that  a  good  deal 

hard  work  goes  into  persuading  whole- 
lers  to  carry  sufficient  stocks  of  ethicals

:e  for  the  retailer,  but  can  of  course 
ily  speak  for  my  own   firm  in  stating 


that  willing  co-operation  in  this  respect  is 
usually  readily  forthcoming.  I  imagine, 
however,  that  other  wholesale  houses  are 
similarly  anxious  to  provide  such  a  service, 
though  the  question  of  wholesale  discounts 
undoubtedly  has  some  bearing  on  the 
matter.  I  must  disagree  that  an  "  easy- 
wholesale  discount  "  is  earned  by  whole- 
salers when  ordering  an  odd  line  to  be 
sent  direct,  as  in  many  cases  the  postage, 
plus  time  expended  on  writing  orders  and 
subsequent  invoicing,  easily  negatives  the 
discount  allowed.  Furthermore,  I  am  sure 
that  "  Manufacturer "  will  realise  that  it 
is  well-nigh  impossible  for  any  wholesaler 
to  guarantee  that  all  the  ethical  products 
of  all  manufacturers  will  be  in  stock  at  all 
times.  With  the  best  will  in  the  world  such 
things  as  sudden  unusually  large  demands, 
and  delay  in  delivery  from  manufacturers 
(due,  no  doubt,  to  a  similar  cause  and  in 
some  instances  to  a  shortage  of  raw  mater- 
ials) must  inevitably  result  in  an  occasional 
item  being  out  of  stock.  It  is,  I  submit,  in 
such  circumstances,  and  in  the  provision  of 
very  unusual  products,  that  manufacturers 
are  asked  to  post  direct.  I  am  sorry  if  I 
missed  the  point  of  Mr.  Shelley's  letter, 
but  nevertheless  maintain  that  the  London 
houses  are  by  no  means  alone  in  providing 
a  good  postal  service.  The  seven  weeks' 
delay  of  which  Mr.  Shelley  originally  wrote 
occurred  in  June  1948,  and  it  is  a  little 
difficult  to  recall  the  then  supply  position, 
but  I  have  no  doubt  that  at  that  time  it 
was  particularly  poor.  Finally  and  with 
apologies  for  the  length  of  this  letter,  may 
I  suggest  that,  in  view  of  the  great  number 
of  ethical  products  in  demand  today,  it 
would  be  virtually  impossible  for  any 
wholesaler  to  publish  a  truly  comprehensive 
list.
